On the 4th of July, 1??6, a group of British subjects of King 
George 111, grown weary of paying taxes without a voice in their 
levy or distribution and generally fed up with His Majesty, put theii 
names to a document written by a Virginia farmer-teacher-inventor, 
etc., by the name of Thomas Jefferson, and, amid ringing of bellf, 
proclaimed to the world their independence. However, it required 
years of terrible revolutionary war to confirm that independence, 
by blood and sacrifice, before the United States of America-; emerged 
as a constitutional government. 

This war like all other successful wars was not won by guts 
alone—otherwise the savages would still be in control. It was won 
with guns and supplies and generalship. In 1776, despite the high 
degree of patriotism, perhaps unequalled in history,'these guns, 
bullets, groceries and uniforms cost money. The government bought 
them because the people lent the leaders the dough to buy them with. 
The soldiers themselves contributed vast sums to the winning of the 
war; ip fact, every signer of the Declaration pledged notr only his 
sacrded honor but his life and his fortune to the winning of the war, 
John Hancock, who had the biggest signature, also had the biggest 
wallet and spared not a farthing of it to bring liberty to the man 
in the Colonies who had not a dime. 

The basic principles of warfare change little, but there is one 
thing that will not change—they all cost a vast amount of money. 

Our war today is positively no different in this respect, except thal 
it is costing more than all the other wars combined. We have the 
best fed, best clothed, best equipped and best paid army the world 
has ever seen. It is certainly not unreasonable to suppose that we 
should be expected to LeND, not give, a little of our pay to the 
U. S. government so that we can go ahead and get this thing over 
with as quickly as possible and get home. You are not expected to 
go overhoard in this, but it will certainly be to your credit 
morally and financially to author!ce the pay office, through your 
First Sergeant, to put a few of your dollars aside each month for 
purchase of war bonds. This allotment will not come out of the $15 
cash you draw. It can be deducted from the amount that you are 
accumulating on the books. 

The girls in Honolulu don't need that dough if and when you see 
them again, but Uncle Sam is in a «tough spot financially and could 
certainly use a little bit of it. 


The War Bond drive got off to a good start yesterday. Appli¬ 
cations for several thousand dollars in bonds were turned in. One
